It will readily be apprecluted that 
any increase in the number of cases 
dealt with by the Society involved a 
commensurate fnerease in calls upon 
its funds. It is therefore particular- 
rly gratifying to tind that, despite an 
increase of 400 in the number of new 
eases dealt with during the yeu 
the Socicty’s Income has, for the first 
tlme for several years, exceeded it» 
expenditure. The excess Is only a 
mitter of $12, but Jt Ils.a refreshing 
change not to have to carry forward 
a deficit; and the fact that a stub-. 
stantially increased Income has been 
forthcuming to mect our  inereased 
expenditure snows that the come 
munity. has awakened to the urgent 
needs of the children of the poor:
